Of the 'unusual number of Maps contained in this catalogue, many have 
been abstracted from rare Historical and Geographical works relating to 
AMERICA, and embody the results of observations and calculations made 
by voyagers of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. They cover a period 
of over three hundred years (1522-1849), the greater portion being pre- 
Revolutionary and early eighteenth century. 

Measurements of these Maps have been made, as far as possible, from 
the outer edge of the plate-mark, for the reason that in many instances the 
title, as part of the plate, has been engraved on the margin, either at top 
or bottom of the Map proper. Thus, all measurements include the entire 
length and breadth of the engraved plate.

Conditions of Sale 

1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by 
the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid would be likely to affect the sale in- 
juriously. 

2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arise between 
two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for 
re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the purchase money as 
may be required, and the names and addresses of the purchasers shall be given 
immediately on the sale of every lot, in default of which the lot so purchased 
shall be immediately put up again and re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at the time of sale, 
shall be made within ten days thereafter, in default of which the undersigned may 
either continue to hold the lots at the risk of the purchaser and take such action 
as may be necessary for the enforcement of the sale, or may at public or private 
sale, and without other than this notice, re-sell the lots for the benefit of such pur- 
chaser, and the deficiency (if any) arising from such re-sale, shall be a charge 
against such purchaser.

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the purchaser. Title 
passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter, while the Asso- 
ciation will exercise due caution in caring for, and delivering such purchase, it 
will not hold itself responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or 
destroyed.

Although Ames is reported to have been a notorious offender, — and his 
confession certainly bears out this statement, — yet his condemnation ex- 
cited extraordinary sympathy. Until his execution, he appears to have 
been “carried through the streets every Sabbath with chains about his 
ankles and handcuffed in custody of the Sheriff’s officers to some public 
meeting attended by an innumerable company of boys, women and men.” 

Evans does not seem to record the above Broadside, although he notes 
two that were issued in 1773, — one in Salem, and one supposedly in New 
York. As the item here catalogued bears all the earmarks of a very early 
printing, it may not be unreasonable to assume the date of its issue to be 
the earlier of the two years here set down, rather than the later. 

“/, Levi Ames, aged twenty-one years, was born in Groton, in 'New 
England, of a credible family, my father's name was Jacob Ames, who 
died when I was but two years old. I am the first of the family ivho was 
ever disgraced. My prevailing sin, and that for which I am soon to 
suffer death was Thieving; to practice which I began early and pursued 
it constantly ; except at certain intervals when my conscience made me 
uneasy, and I resolved to do so no more. My first thefts tvere small. I 
began this awful practice by stealing a couple of eggs, then a jack-knife, 
after that some chalk. But being detected and reproved for the crime, I 
thought to repent and reform; but found myself powerfully urged to re- 
peat this wickedness, by the temptations of the devil; with which I again 
complied,” §c.

Greene’s thirst for knowledge has been fully set forth in George Wash- 
ington Greene’s life “. . . Greene was living a thoughtful inner life, which 
few in that world could understand or appreciate . . . He gained during 
his working hours by still keeping his book at hand, to be taken up, though 
but for a moment, while the iron was heating, or for freer use ivhile the 
corn teas passing from the hopper,” etc. 

The present volume is specially mentioned by his biographer, as 
forming part of Nathanael Greene's librarv. “ There was John Mair' s 
“ Book-keeping Methodized” with a dictionary of commercial terms, and 
an appendix full of valuable information about the Colonial trade, lessons 
gratefully remembered when the complicated questions and amounts of the 
quartermaster-general's department came up before him,” etc. 

“ . . . And in most of these books, on a fly-leaf or the title-page was 
written “ Nathanael Greene's,” in a bold round hand, which a schoolmaster

A WAR LETTER OF HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE, RELATING TO THE CAPTURE OF 

Stony Point, with mention of Generals Wayne, Clinton, Gates and 
Washington. 

“ . . . I have received your favor of the 20th, which you did me the 
honor to write me. The surprise of Stony Point was a most gallant affair. 
Nothing has been done in the course of the war that discovers an equal 
degree of enterprise. Much credit is due to General Wayne, and the whole 
party that had the execution in trust. The plan was founded in secrecy 
and executed with dispach (sic). I believe not a man in the Army, out 
of the General’s family knew of the measure, except myself and the 
party that was to make the attack, and they but a few hours before they 
began their march, to carry it into execution. 

The divided state of our army upon the North River prevented our 
meeting General Clinton. This River is a great plague to us . . . Armies 
are not like individuals, we cannot remove from one side of the River to 
the other, like a Boat’s crew. ... To have met General Clinton was the 
wish of every man, provided it was not upon too unequal terms, but it 
would have been madness to sacrifice good men without the least prospect 
of success. ... I hope you will be disappointed in your apprehensions 
respecting Providence. . . . 

If General Gates feels any ill effects from neglect he has brought it 
upon himself. It has been the constant study of General Washington to 
cultivate between all the states a good understanding and promote har- 
mony among every order of men. ... I am informed General Gates takes 
every opportunity to traduce the General and others. This practice is 
ignoble and directly contrary to that of his Excellency [General Washing- 
ton] who never lisps anything to his prejudice whatever he may think. 

I consider it a great misfortune to the American cause that party 
faction and private views have to mingle in our public concerns. . . . 
There is one evil that is gaining ground among us very fast. (I don’t 
mean in the army but the great public), that is jealousy and distrust. 
This is the most dangerous symptom. . . . Union of councils and union 
in measures are the strength and sinews of a nation” etc.

Vol. II. January 11 to November IS, 1777. The first invasion of New 
Jersey by the British army and its attempt to reach Philadelphia. 58 
letters, including, — 16 to Gen. Washington relating to campaign in New 
Jersey, the probable attack on Philadelphia, the obstructions in the North 
River, the waste of time in Congress over important military matters, the 
relief of Fort Mifflin, the evacuation of Fort Mercer, the Battle of German- 
town, etc. ; 6 to John Adams, reviews at length the conduct of the troops 
and Adam’s opinion of the same, alarmed at local preparations in several 
states over home defence, opposed to giving commissions to foreigners, ad- 
vocates medals for officers and defends Gen. Lincoln for his conduct at 
Bound Brook ; 3 to Gen. Varnum, in one of which he claims the capture 
of ’ Philadelphia as not important; 2 to John Hancock; 5 to Maj.-Gen. 
Lincoln; 2 to Gov. Cooke, mentions Gen. Lee, for whom he has not the 
highest opinion; also letters to Gen. Sullivan, Col. Weadon and other 
officers. 

Vol. III. January 1 to December 17, 177S. The Winter at Talley Forge, 
disaffection in the army among the officers, known as the “Conway Cabal,” 
the campaign around Newport, R. I., the Evacuation of Philadelphia and 
winter quarters at Bound Brook. As Greene was appointed Quarter 
Master General in October of this year, many*' of the letters show the 
energy and industry which wrought a wonderful change in this depart- 
ment and his fortitude in bearing up against suspicion, hate and slander. 
72 letters, including, — 14 to Gen. Washington, on the complaints of offi- 
cers, forage parties, distress of the army, conduct of the French Fleet, 
operations around Newport and an answer to a complaint by Washington 
regarding the management of the Quarter Master’s dep’t. ; 6 to Gen. 
Sullivan, on the Newport campaign, his opinion on an attack by the 
American army ; 7 to Col. Charles Pettit ; 5 to Henry Laurens on the 
affairs of the Quarter Master’s dep’t. ; Letters to Gov.

The Poem, written entirely in French, is preceded by an impassioned 
appeal of the author addressed to his country. About the period of the 
publication of this volume, Lafayette was released from his dungeon at 
Olmutz, Austria, where, because of his break with the National Assembly 
of Paris and the persecution by, the Jacobins, he had been made a prisoner 
for a period of four years. Soon after leaving Olmutz, Lafayette went to 
Holland, and subsequently retired to his estate in France. 

The Poem, while of uneven merit, is important historically.
